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(57) Abstract: Described is a technique for 
detecting attacks on a data communications 
network having a plurality of addresses for 
assignment to data processing systems in the 
network. The technique involves identifying 
data traffic on the network originating at 
any assigned address and addressed to any 
unassigned address. Any data traffic so 
identified is inspected for data indicative of an 
attack. On detection of data indicative of an 
attack, an alert signal is generated. 
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
